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Obama’s latest bipartisan 
outreach: nuclear energy

WASHINGTON - Prodding Republicans, President Barack 
Obama on Tuesday championed nuclear energy expansion as 
the latest way that feuding parties can move beyond the “broken 
politics” of Washington that have imperiled his agenda and 
soured voters. His call came as he dispatched Vice President Joe 
Biden and Cabinet secretaries nationwide to tout the economic 
stimulus plan against Republican criticism, reflecting that until 
bipartisanship comes, the White House will remain aggressive in 
selling its own case to the public. Since a January special election 
in Massachusetts, when Democrats lost the 60th vote they need in 
the Senate to overcome Republican delays on legislation, Obama 
has recalibrated his strategy to advance his agenda. His plan 
includes reaching out to Republicans on tax breaks, on health care 
and on energy, but also putting them on the spot for any refusal to 
help.

Taliban 
leader’s 
arrest raises 
hopes

ISLAMABAD (AP) — 
The capture of the Afghan 
Taliban’s No. 2 commander 
by a joint CIA and Pakistani 
team dealt a fresh blow to 
insurgents under heavy U.S.

ready to deny Afghan militant 
leaders a safe haven. 

Mullah Abdul Ghani Baradar’s 
arrest in the Pakistani port city 
of Karachi may also push other

White House defends 
year-old stimulus

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama, defending his economic stimulus 
plan on its first anniversary, is dispatching 
his Cabinet across the country to try to calm 
an anxious public as Democrats head into 
potentially devastating congressional elections 
in November. 

A weeklong push to highlight the stimulus 
program’s first year was started with a Tuesday 
trip by Vice President Joe Biden to hard-hit 
Michigan, where he checked out a jobs training 
program at Delta College and was touring a 
solar factory, both of which received stimulus 
cash. 

“It’s gonna take us a while to get us out of this 
ditch, but it’s working. It’s working,” Biden 
said. Obama’s fellow Democrats were to tout 
programs putting people back to work under 
the $787 billion spending bill. Health and 
Human Services Secretary Kathleen Sebelius 
was touring a medical center in Atlanta; 
Homeland Security Secretary Janet Napolitano 
was promoting stimulus projects in Virginia 


and Texas. 

In all, senior administration officials are 
scheduled to visit 35 communities before 
Friday to counter Republican claims the 
massive deficit-spending program has failed. 
Obama plans to surround himself at the White 
House on Wednesday with people who have 
jobs because of the stimulus plan, then travel 
to Colorado and Nevada. 

Obama’s political team believes the projects 
across the country could help Democrats stave 
off emboldened Republicans and their attempts 
to reclaim majorities in Congress. Although 
voters have soured on the stimulus spending, 
individual components have fans across party 
lines. 

The tax cuts Democrats included in their bill 
have the backing of 70 percent of the public, 
according to a CNN poll last month. Another 80 
percent support the infrastructure investments, 
such as the water projects Environmental 
Protection Agency chief Lisa Jackson plans to 
tout in Columbus, Ohio, on Thursday. 

Even so, 56 percent of the public opposes the 
broad plan, according to the CNN poll.Q

DALLAS - New color video 
footage showing President 
John F. Kennedy’s arrival 
in Dallas the day he was 
assassinated is the best home 
movie ever made of the event, 
the curator of the Dallas JFK 
museum said. 

The short clip, shot on 8mm 
film by a 15-year-old student, 
provides a rare, high-quality 
color close-up of John and 
Jackie Kennedy as they 
arrived in Dallas. The Sixth 
Floor Museum put the film on 
display for public viewing on 
Presidents Day. 

Kennedy was killed Nov. 22, 
1963, as his motorcade made 
its way through downtown 
Dallas. The footage shot 
earlier that day by William 
Ward Warren mainly shows 
Air Force One and Air Force 
Two arriving, and briefly 
features the Kennedys making 
their way through the crowd 
at the airport. 

“Viewing this footage makes 
you feel as though you’re 
standing next to Warren as 
he’s filming it on that very 
day,” museum curator Gary 
Mack said Monday. The Sixth 
Floor Museum at Dealey 
Plaza chronicles Kennedy’s 
life and death and is located 
in the old book depository 
building from where Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired at the 
president’s motorcade. 
Warren, now the 61-year-old 
owner of a freight brokerage 
business, was at the airport 
because Dallas students 
were given the day off for 
Kennedy’s visit. He told The 
Associated Press on Tuesday 
that when he realized he’d 


be close enough to Kennedy 
to shake his hand, he made 
the quick decision to film the 
president instead. He got his 
footage, and ended up shaking 
Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson’s hand. 

He said he transferred the 
footage to a VCR tape about 
15 years ago but largely forgot 
about it, keeping it hidden on 
top of his grandfather clock. 
“Only recently did I feel like 
things like this just seem 
to disappear so I called the 
museum to see if they had any 
interest in it,” Warren said. 
The final few seconds of the 
three-minute film show JFK 


Associated Press 
passing through the crowd, 
smiling at cameras. Jacqueline 
Kennedy follows, carrying a 
bouquet of red roses given to 
her by local officials. She’s 
walking alongside Johnson. 
A smiling Lady Bird Johnson 
appears briefly. She’s followed 
by Gov. John Connally, who 
was wounded in the shooting 
later in the day. 

The clip offers interesting 
historical perspective, 

showing the suits and dresses 
of the day and the old-style 
TV cameras. It briefly cuts 
to a shot of students flying a 
Texas flag and a Confederate 
flag. 


The event was captured by 
local black-and-white TV 
cameras. There were numerous 
other cameras at Dallas’ Love 
Field that day, but most of that 
footage hasn’t been released 
to the public, Mack said. 
Warren, of Dallas, said that 


when he heard later that day of 
the president’s assassination, 
he was “floored.” 

“I say it’s like getting the wind 
knocked out of you when 
you’re playing soccer. You 
just don’t know how to react,” 
he said. □

With a host of new goals 
rebuilding public 
confidence, keeping Obama 
in charge of the debate, 
halting deep Democratic 
losses in this year’s elections 
— the White House is now 
infusing its communications 
strategy with more of the 
discipline that it famously 
used in Obama’s presidential 
campaign. 

The president cast his push 
for more nuclear energy 
as both economically vital 


and politically attractive 
to the opposition party. He 
announced more than $8 
billion in loan guarantees 
to build the first nuclear 
power plant in nearly three 
decades, part of a nuclear 
initiative that could draw 
essential backing from 
Republicans. 

At the same time, he asked 
Republicans to get behind a 
comprehensive energy bill 
that expands clean energy 
sources, assigns a cost to the 
polluting emissions of fossil 
fuels so that nuclear fuel 


becomes more affordable, 
and gives both parties a rare 
chance to claim common 
ground. 

“The fact is, changing the 
ways we produce and use 
energy requires us to think 
anew. It requires us to act 
anew,” Obama said during 
a stop a job training center 
outside Washington. “And it 
demands of us a willingness 
to extend our hand across 
some of the old divides, 
to act in good faith, and to 
move beyond the broken 
politics of the past. That’s 
what we must do.” 

That mission, however, 
remains in doubt. 

A White House built on the 
long view also has gotten 
sharper about responding 
to daily criticisms from 
emboldened Republicans. 
This week, senior 
administration officials 
are scheduled to visit 35 
communities to counter 
Republican claims that the 
massive, deficit-spending 
economic stimulus program 
has failed. In Saginaw, 
Mich., on Tuesday, Biden 
insisted the stimulus 


is working even as he 
acknowledged “it’s gonna 
take us a while to get us out 
of this ditch.” 

Michigan’s unemployment 
rate is among the highest 
in the country. The chronic 
joblessness there and 
elsewhere is driving an anti¬ 
incumbency fever, even as 
the economy by most other 
measures appears to be 
rebounding. 

Democrats, as members 
of the party in power, are 
most likely to feel that anti¬ 
incumbency heat at the 
polls in November when 
House and Senate seats 
are on the ballot. Obama 
will head west later this 
week to raise money for 
two vulnerable Democrats 
who face the voters this 
year, Sen. Michael Bennet 
of Colorado and Sen. 
Harry Reid of Nevada, the 
majority leader. 

On Tuesday, an Obama ally 
and moderate Democrat, 
two-term Sen. Evan 
Bayh of Indiana, said the 
frustrations of gridlock 
drove his decision not to 
run for re-election. “There’s 


just too much brain-dead 
partisanship,” Bayh said 
in a nationally broadcast 
interview. 

Obama is working to 
change that system while, 
for now, he is required to 
work within it. 

He made his pitch for 
nuclear energy by saying 
nothing less than the 
economy, the security of 
the United States and the 
planet’s future were at 
stake. 

“We can’t continue to 
be mired in the same old 
stale debates between 
left and right, between 
environmentalists and 
entrepreneurs,” the 

president said. 

Obama aides say there’s 
no formal reevaluation 
of the administration’s 
communications strategy 
as the president embarks on 
his second year in office. 
But the White House is 
taking an approach that is 
at once more aggressive 
and more streamlined. 

It includes more direct, 
rapid response to criticism; 
more events at which the 
president speaks directly to 
the public without the filter 
of the media; and more 
carefully choreographed 
interactions with the press. 
The intended narrative is 
one in which Obama hears 
people’s frustrations and 
is working directly to end 
them. 

There’s little doubt the 
public is angry. A CBS 
News/New York Times 
poll in early February 
found 81 percent saying it’s 
time to elect new people to 
Congress. 

That affects Obama, who 
is not up for re-election 
until 2012 but needs allies 
and votes on Capitol Hill 
to usher in the domestic 
change he has promised.Q

Ex-IAPD Chief Daryl Gates seriously ill

LOS ANGELES (AP) 
— Former Los Angeles 
police Chief Daryl Gates, 
a controversial figure who 
once said drug users should 
be shot and whose career 
ended after the Rodney King 
beating, is hospitalized and 
seriously ill, current police 
Chief Charlie Beck said 
Tuesday. 

Beck told the city Police 
Commission that Gates, 
83, has a “very serious 
malady.” 

“I ask everyone to keep him 
in their prayers,” said Beck, 
who visited the former 
chief in the hospital over 
the weekend. 

The Police Department 
would not specify Gates’ 
ailment. However, a blog 
posting attributed to his 
brother Steve Gates said 
the former chief had been 
hospitalized for three weeks 
with bladder cancer that had 
spread to a bone near his 
hip and he was receiving 
radiation treatments. 

The blog, called “The 
Rotator,” is not made 
available to the general 
public and is available 
only to current and retired 
officers who provide badge 
information. 

The information on the 
blog was provided by a 
person with access to the 


site who was not authorized 
to disclose its contents 
and asked to remain 
anonymous. 

Efforts by The Associated 
Press to reach Steve Gates 
were unsuccessful. 

Beck declined to confirm 
or deny the report, but said 
Daryl Gates was responding 
well to treatments after 
being hospitalized a couple 
weeks ago. 

“He’s looking forward to 
going home,” Beck said. 
“He seemed in good spirits 
when I saw him. He said 
he was feeling much better. 
He’s very optimistic.” 
Police Department 

spokeswoman Rosario 
Herrera had no further 
details. 

Gates headed the Los 
Angeles Police Department 
from 1978 to 1992 during 
some of its most tumultuous 
years. Well-liked by the 
rank-and-file, he was 
credited with cracking 
down on corruption and 
modernizing methods. 

As a member of the LAPD 
command staff before 
becoming chief, Gates 
approved what became the 
first police SWAT team — 
heavily armed specialists to 
handle civil unrest, hostage 
situations and other crises. 
Gates is perhaps better 
known for his abrasive style 
at a time when the LAPD 


was viewed with suspicion 
by blacks, Hispanics and 
civil rights activists. 

He once told a congressional 
committee that drug users 
should be shot. In 1982, 
when several suspects died 
after being put in police 
chokeholds, Gates was 
quoted as saying some 
blacks might be more at 
risk from the tactic because 
their arteries did not open as 
quickly as those of “normal 
people.” He later apologized 
for causing offense. 

There were repeated 
accusations in the 1970s and 
1980s that the LAPD was 
a department that targeted 
minority communities, 
profiled suspects by race 
and was lenient on abusive 


cops. 

In 1983, Gates shut down 
a police intelligence unit 
after it was learned that 
officers were spying on the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union and other groups. 
Gates came under pressure 
in 1991 after the videotaped 
beating of Rodney King by 
officers. 

In April 1992, four officers 
were acquitted of criminal 
charges in the King beating, 
sparking a riot that killed 
more than 50 people and 
caused some $1 billion 
in damage. Gates was 
criticized by the mayor and 
others who said officers 
were slow to respond to the 
violence. He retired a few 
months laterQ

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Mohammad Omar and was said 
to be in charge of the day-to-day 
running of the organization’s 
leadership council, which is 
believed based in Pakistan. 
He was a founding member 
of the Taliban and is the most 
important figure of the hardline 
Islamist movement to be 
arrested in the war. 

Baradar, who also functioned 
as the link between Mullah 
Omar and field commanders, 
has been in detention for more 
than 10 days and was talking 
to interrogators, two Pakistani 
intelligence officials said 
Tuesday. One said several other 
suspects were also captured in 
the raid. He said Baradar had 
provided “useful information” 
to them and that Pakistan 
had shared it with their U.S. 
counterparts. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of the 
information. 

The White House declined to 
confirm Baradar’s capture. 
Spokesman Robert Gibbs told 
reporters the fight against 
extremists involves sensitive 
intelligence matters and he 
believes it’s best to collect that 
information without talking 
about it. 

President Barack Obama’s 
administration has vowed to 
kill or seize Taliban and al- 
Qaida leaders in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. The arrest comes 
as relentless CIA missile strikes 
against militant targets in the 
border tribal region have killed 
several commanders. 

Obama has ordered 30,000 extra 
troops to southern Afghanistan. 
On Saturday, thousands of 
them began a major attack 
on the town of Marjah in the 
southern province of Helmand, 
one of the regions that Baradar 
is believed to control. 

Former members of the Taliban 
regime in Afghanistan and 
security experts said the arrest 
would hurt the Taliban but was 
far from a decisive blow. They 
said Baradar would likely be 
quickly replaced and that 


local commanders had a lot 
of autonomy from the leaders 
based in Pakistan. 

Nevertheless, the capture is 
likely to cause short-term 
disruption, since Baradar was 
the day-to-day commander of 
the Taliban and his successor 
would not have the same 
prestige. 

“It’s a great tactical success 
that the coalition forces should 
be pleased with, but by no 
means is it the beginning of 
the end,” said Will Hartley, an 
analyst at Jane’s Terrorism and 
Insurgency Center in London. 
“This will have a noted effect 
on the short-term ability of the 
Taliban to operate the way it 
was. However, it has proved 
itself a resilient organization.” 
Pentagon spokesman Col. Dave 
Lapan said he could neither 
confirm nor deny that Baradar 
was captured but said the 
removal of any senior leader 
would have “an immediate 
impact to their operations.’ 
“But we’ve seen, too, that they 
then push successors into their 
place... How long it takes them 
to sort of reconstitute depends 
on the situation.” 

Afghan analysts in the 
U.S. said they were closely 
watching for a stepped-up 
U.S. effort to capture or kill 
Jalaluddin Haqqani and his son 
Sirajuddin, the brutal leaders of 
the Taliban arm that operates in 
eastern Afghanistan from bases 
in northwestern Pakistan. 
Pakistan helped create 
the Taliban and supported 
the militants’ regime in 
Afghanistan before the Sept.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— North Koreans celebrated 
leader Kim Jong Il’s 68th 
birthday—one ofthe country’s 
most important holidays — 
on Tuesday amid persistent 
questions about his health and 
the future leadership of the 
communist nation. 

Kim appears active in photos 
churned out by state media but 
he is chronically ill and has 
given up on Western medicine 
in favor of rare, costly and 
in some cases outlawed 
traditional remedies, two 
North Korea experts said. 

Like his father Kim II Sung 
before him, Kim Jong II leads 
the nation of 24 million with 
absolute authority. There 
are concerns abroad that his 
sudden death could trigger 
instability and a possible 
power struggle in the nuclear¬ 
armed nation. 

Though his health remains a 
tightly guarded secret, Kim 
is believed to have suffered a 
stroke in August 2008. Since 
then, North Korean officials 
have traveled to Beijing to 
buy expensive, hard-to-find 
remedies such as bear gall 
bladder, rhinoceros horn 
and musk, a South Korean 
intelligence expert told The 
Associated Press. 

The expert, who claims 


detailed knowledge of the 
purchases, spoke on condition 
of anonymity due to the 
sensitivity of matters involving 
Kim. 

Kim also regularly undergoes 
kidney dialysis, suffers 
from depression and is 
psychologically unstable, said 
Cheong Seong-chang, a senior 
analyst at the private Sejong 
Institute think tank outside 
Seoul, citing a “very credible 
source.” 

Kim Jong Il’s declining health 
has forced him to hasten 
the process of handing over 
power, Cheong said. 

Kim has not publicly named 
any of his three sons to 
succeed him but is said to 
favor the youngest, Jong Un, 
believed to be in his mid-20s. 
Very little is known about the 
son: No photos of him as an 
adult have surfaced, and even 
the South Korean government 
was unsure until last summer 
exactly how his name was 
spelled in Korean. 

The son also holds a position 
on North Korea’s powerful 
NationalDefenseCommission, 
the South Korean intelligence 
expert said — a strong sign 
he is being groomed for a key 
post in the regime. 

Photos in state media of 
Kim Jong II show he remains 
gaunt compared to past years, 
even as he makes a busy round 


of visits to military bases and 
factories. A lopsided smile 
suggests he may still be 
recovering from a stroke. 
Traditional Oriental medicine 
is widely used across Asia, 
particularly so in North Korea, 
where Western medicine has 
been hard to come by since 
the isolated nation’s medical 
system collapsed during the 
mid-1990s. 

“North Koreans like Western 
medicine but they rely on 
traditional remedies because 
Western medicine is scarce in 
the North,” said Park Su-hyon, 
a defector from North Korea 
who now practices Oriental 
medicine in Seongnam, south 
of Seoul. Bile extracted from 
bears’ gall bladders, rhinos’ 
horn and musk are prized 
for treating strokes, said 
Choi Dong-jun, a professor 
of Oriental medicine at the 
Dongguk University Oriental 
Hospital in Ilsan near Seoul. 
The three remedies are among 
the most expensive and hard to 
find in Oriental medicine. The 
rhino is endangered, and one 
horn sold illegally in South 
Korea in recent years fetched 
more than $5,000, he recalled. 
Musk sells at nearly $90 for a 
quarter of an ounce (1 gram), 
Choi said. 

In 2008, Kim’s eldest son, 
Jong Nam, and several aides 
purchased some $613,000 


in such prized remedies in 
Beijing, according to another 
South Korean source, an 
intelligence official. He 
requested anonymity, saying 
he was not authorized to 
speak to media, and declined 
to identify the shop. 

Officials have returned in 
recent months to stock up, the 
other intelligence expert said. 
The National Intelligence 
Service, Seoul’s top spy 
agency, declined to confirm 
the alleged purchases, and 
an official at North Korea’s 
embassy in Beijing said he 
had no information. 


Kim typically does not appear 
in public on his birthday. 
North Korean children, 
however, got an early birthday 
treat over the weekend: “gifts 
of love,” state media said, 
which in the past has meant 
cookies and candy. 

At a celebratory gathering 
Monday, senior party, military 
andgovernmentofficialshailed 
Kim as a “peerlessly brilliant 
commander,” according to the 
Korean Central News Agency. 
No. 2 official Kim Yong Nam 
used the occasion to call for 
dialogue with the U.S., KCNA 
said.Q

Associated Press 
and suggested the project 
reinforces suspicions that 
Tehran is seeking to make 
nuclear weapons. The joint 
statement, made public 
Tuesday, reflects unified 


Russian and Western 
opposition to Iran’s 
increased enrichment. 
Shrugging off international 
concerns, Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
announced the country was 
moving ahead to expand its 
enrichment capacities by 
installing more advanced 
machinery at its main 
enrichment facility. 
Ahmadinejad told reporters 
in Tehran Tuesday the new 
centrifuges are not yet 
operational but are five 
times more efficient than 
the model now in use at 
its underground Natanz 
enrichment plant. 

Officials at the Vienna- 
based International Atomic 
Energy Agency said they 
had no comment. The 
latest IAEA report on Iran 
in November said that 
as of early October no 
advanced centrifuges had 
been installed at the plant, 
although some were being 
tested in a separate area of 
the facility. 

Because enrichment can 
produce both nuclear 
weapons as well as reactor 
fuel, Iran is under three sets 
of U.N. Security Council 
sanctions for refusing 
to stop its program. Its 
determination to expand 
such activities had been 
criticized worldwide even 
before an announcement 
earlier this month that 
Tehran would enrich to a 
higher level. 

The confidential letter 
critical of the higher- 
enrichment plan was 
shared Tuesday with The 
Associated Press. Dated 
Feb. 12, it was addressed to 
IAEA chief Yukiya Amano 
and signed by senior 
U.S., Russian and French 
envoys. 

Moscow in the past has 
often put the brakes on 
Western attempts to 
penalize Tehran for defying 
U.N. Security Council 
demands that it freeze its 
enrichment program, which 


can produce both nuclear 
fuel and the fissile core of 
warheads. But while Russia 
has recently signaled more 
support for new U.N. 
sanctions, China — a veto- 
wielding member of the 
U.N. Security Council that 
depends on Iran for much of 
its energy needs — remains 
opposed. 

The letter questioned 
the rationale of Tehran’s 
assertion that it had started 
the higher enrichment 
project to provide fuel to a 
research reactor providing 
medical isotopes for cancer 
patients. “If Iran goes ahead 
with this escalation, it would 
raise fresh concerns about 
Iran’s nuclear intentions, 
in light of the fact that Iran 
cannot produced the needed 
nuclear fuel in time” to 
refuel the research reactor, 
said the letter. 

Iran’s decision to enrich 
to the 20-percent level 
is “wholly unjustified, 
contrary to U.N. Security 
Council resolutions and 
represent(s) a further step 
toward a capability to 
produce highly enriched 
uranium,” said the letter to 
IAEA chief Amano. 

The 20-percent mark 
represents the threshold 
between low-enriched and 
high-enriched uranium. 
Although warhead material 
must be enriched to a level 
of 90 percent or more, just 
getting its present low- 
enriched stockpile to the 20 
percent mark would be a 
major step for Iran’s nuclear 
program. While enriching 
to 20 percent would take 
about one year, using up 
to 2,000 centrifuges at 
Tehran’s underground 
Natanz facility, any next 
step — moving from 20 to 
90 percent — would take 
only half a year and between 
500-1,000 centrifuges. 

Since its clandestine 
enrichment program became 
known eight years ago, Iran 
has insisted it is meant only 
to generate nuclear fuel. 


But its secrecy and refusal 
to cooperate with an IAEA 
probe of allegations that it 
experimented with aspects 
of a weapons program had 
increased concerns even 
before Ahmadinejad’s Feb.7 
announcement that Iran will 
raise the enrichment bar. 
Announcing the installation 
of the more advanced 
centrifuges on Tuesday, he 
said Iran “will use them 
in the near future.” In 
December, Iran said the 
country had plans to put 
such machines into use by 
early 2011. 

Ahmadinejad shrugged off 
the possibility of new U.N 
sanctions. “They know that 
resolutions are not worth a 
penny and have no effect,” 
he said. Iran has already 
amassed about 1.8 tons 
of low-enriched uranium 
— more than enough for 
further enrichment into 
material for one warhead. 
An IAEA-endorsed plan 
foresees taking 70 percent 
of that material to Russia 
for 20-percent enric hm ent 
and then to France for 
processing into fuel rods for 
Tehran’s research reactor. 
The proposal was endorsed 
by world powers because it 
would ensure a continued 
supply of medical isotopes 
from the reactor for Iranian 
cancer patients while at the 
same time delaying Iran’s 
ability to further enrich to 
weapons grade uranium by 
stripping it of most of its 
low-enriched stockpile. 

But the Islamic Republic 
rejected the plan and said it 
would make the reactor fuel 
on its own — a technical 
feat that world powers 
assert Iran is incapable of. 
The letter urged Tehran to 
obtain the medical isotopes 
on the world market 
if it remains opposed 

to the IAEA-endorsed 
plan, saying higher 

enric hm ent will “further 
undermine the confidence 
of the international 
community.’Q

Dominican Republic (AP) 
— The fugitive former 
legal adviser to a group of 
Americans detained in Haiti 
on kidnapping charges said 
Tuesday he has yet another 
reason to stay in hiding: He’s 
been indicted in the U.S. in an 
immigrant smuggling case. 
Jorge Puello, who surged into 
the spotlight by providing food, 
medicine and legal assistance 
to the 10 Americans jailed 
in Haiti, was already being 
pursued by law enforcement 
authorities in the Dominican 
Republic on an Interpol 
warrant out of El Salvador, 
where police say he led a ring 
that lured young women and 
girls into prostitution. He also 
had an outstanding warrant for 
a U.S. parole violation. 

Puello — who says he is 
innocent of all the accusations 
against him — acknowledged 
in a phone interview with The 
Associated Press that he is 


also named in a 2003 federal 
indictment out of Vermont 
that accuses him of smuggling 
illegal immigrants from 
Canada into the United States. 
The 32-year-old, identified as 
Jorge Torres in the indictment, 
was living in Canada at the 
time and managed to avoid 
arrest. He says he was working 
undercover for U.S. authorities 
at the time. Law enforcement 
officials said they hadn’t yet 
confirmed the Puello is Torres 
but the case is open. 

“Mr. Torres was a fugitive in 
Canada and the United States 
has requested his extradition,” 
said Tristram Coffin, the U.S. 
Attorney for Vermont. “We’ve 
always been interested in 
him. We remain interested in 
fugitives when they flee.” 
Puello, as he has been known 
most recently, called the AP 
to discuss his case and said he 
was in Panama and preparing 
to return to El Salvador to 
fight the charges against him 
there. His whereabouts could 
not be confirmed. 


“The whole world will know I 
am innocent,” he said. 
Dominican police, working 
with Interpol, and U.S. 
authorities are questioning his 
acquaintances as they search 
for him. 

“We are on the hunt,” said 
Steve Blando, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Marshals Service 
in Washington. 

The growing legal troubles 
for Puello have become a 
distraction for the detained 
Americans and those trying 
to secure their release. The 
Baptist missionaries were 
accused to trying to remove 
33 children from Haiti without 
authorization following the 
Jan. 12 earthquake. 

Lawyers for the missionaries 
told the AP that a judge could 
rule on their request for 
provisional release as early as 
Wednesday morning. A lawyer 
for nine of them, meanwhile, 
said Puello absconded with 
most the fee relatives of the 
Americans gave the Dominican 
to pay him. 


“He was supposed to give 
me $40,000 and he gave me 
$10,000 and he stole $30,000 
and he disappeared,” said 
Aviol Fleurant. 

Puello said he volunteered to 
help the missionaries and had 
never met any of them before 
they were detained in Haiti. 
Sean Lankford, whose wife 
and daughter are among the 
detained, has said Puello — 
who was bom in the U.S. but 
has deep ties to the Dominican 
Republic — contacted 
relatives of the Americans by 
calling their church, Central 
Valley Baptist in Meridian, 
Idaho, after they were arrested 
on Jan. 29. He brought food 
and medicine to the prisoners 
and helped them find a Haitian 
lawyer. 

Puello’s involvement with the 
Americans began to unravel 
when authorities in El Salvador 
noted his resemblance to 
suspect in the sex trafficking 
case. He acknowledged on 
Monday that he is in fact 
the suspect but said he was

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Movie shot during Iran election debuts in Berlin

BERLIN - An Iranian movie 
made against the backdrop of 
last year’s election campaign 
and centering on a man 
whose wife is killed in a 
shootout between police and 
demonstrators made its debut 
Tuesday at the Berlin film 
festival. 

Director Rafi Pitts said he 
received authorization to 
make “The Hunter” from 
Iranian authorities and shot 
it before the violence that 
followed President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad’s disputed re- 
election last June. 

Pitts, who grew up in Tehran 
but has lived in Britain and 
France since, said he had “no 
idea” when the film might be 
shown in Iran. 

“I don’t think it’s a one-sided 
film, so I think it has the right 
to be shown,” he said at a news 
conference. “The question is, 


will they give me the right?” 
The film’s main character, 
played by the director, is 
released from prison amid 
talk of upcoming elections 
and Iran’s supreme leader, 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, 
talking on the radio about 
change. 

He tries to spend time with his 
wife and young daughter, but 
they are accidentally killed 
in a shootout. Pitts’ character, 
Ali, randomly shoots dead two 
policemen on a city highway 
after a long and frustrating 
wait for information, and flees 
before being nabbed by two 
officers who argue about what 
to do with their captive. 

Pitts insisted that the film 
depicts a “Kafkaesque 
situation (that) relates to many 
countries, it’s a universal 
theme.” 

“A script is a road map, and 
with that road map you will 
then make your film inspired 


by anything that surrounds 
you,” he said. “It happened to 
be that we were shooting the 
film during the elections.” 
“When the (postelection) 
events took place, of course 
I felt a lot of pain for what 
happened, of course I disagree 
with it, but ... I can’t foresee 
the future in that way,” he 
added. Demonstrators’ chants 
can be heard off-camera in the 
film. 

“The Hunter” is one of 20 films 
competing for the festival’s 
top Golden Bear prize, which 
will be awarded Saturday. 

It is the latest of several Iranian 
films to compete in Berlin 
in recent years, including 
Pitts’ “It’s Winter” in 2006. 
Jafar Panahi’s “Offside,” 
a film following girls who 
disguise themselves as boys 
to sneak into a football match 
in Tehran, won a runner-up 
Silver Bear the same year. 
Panahi, whose “The Circle” 
won the Venice film festival’s 
top Golden Lion prize in 
2000, was scheduled to 
attend a panel discussion on 
Iranian cinema in Berlin, but 
organizers said Tuesday that 
he had been denied permission 
to leave Iran. 

“We are surprised and deeply 
regret that a director who has 
won so many international 
prizes has been denied the 
possibility to take part ... and 
to speak about his cinematic 
visions,” festival director 
Dieter Kosslick said in a 
statement. 

Panahi was briefly detained 
during a July demonstration 
in Tehran and wore a green 
scarf — the opposition’s 
color — at a Montreal festival 
last summer. In apparent 



retaliation, authorities barred 
him and others from traveling 
to another festival in October. 


“I believe in freedom of 
speech,” Pitts said. “I think 
that he should be here. ”□

Hard-up EMI seeks buyer 
for Abbey Road studios

LONDON - Cash-strapped music company EMI Group 
Ltd. is seeking a buyer for Abbey Road studios, where The 
Beatles recorded some of their most famous songs, a person 
familiar with the situation said Tuesday. 

The person said talks had been going on for several months, 
but a buyer had not yet been found. The individual spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the talks are private. 

A spokesman for EMI refused to comment on the sale bid, 
which could raise tens of millions of dollars for the label. 
EMI, whose artists include Coldplay, Lily Allen and Robbie 
Williams, has struggled financially since it was bought in 
2007 for 2.4 billion pounds by private equity firm Terra 
Firma Capital Partners. 

Several big-name acts, including Radiohead and the Rolling 
Stones, quit the label amid the cutbacks and restructuring 
that followed Terra Firma’s takeover. 

An audited report released last week revealed that Terra 
Firma needs a huge cash infusion by June to avoid defaulting 
on its loans from Citigroup Inc. and may require more than 
$165 million to last through this year. 

If funds can’t be raised and the loan goes into default, 
Citigroup could seize EMI and cause it to be sold or broken 
up. 

Abbey Road is one of the company’s most high-profile assets, 
as both a recording studio and a tourist attraction for Beatles 
fans. 

EMI bought the Georgian town house in London’s residential 
St. John’s Wood neighborhood in 1929 and turned it into one 
of the world’s most sophisticated recording studios. 

Since the 1960s, it has been one of the world’s most famous 
rock music studios. Albums recorded there include Pink 
Floyd’s “Dark Side of the Moon,” Wings’ “Band on the Run” 
and Radiohead’s “OK Computer.” 

It is most closely associated with The Beatles, who recorded 
most of their albums there. The crosswalk in front of the north 
London studio was immortalized on the cover The Beatles’ 
final studio album, 1969’s “Abbey Road.”

WASHINGTON - The 
government ordered Toyota to 
turn over documents related 
to its massive recalls Tuesday, 
pressing to see how long the 
automaker knew of safety 
defects before taking action. 
Toyota, concemedaboutunsold 
cars, said it would temporarily 
idle some production in three 
states. The Transportation 
Department is demanding 
that Toyota reveal when and 
how it learned of problems 
with sticking accelerators and 
with floor mats trappping gas 
pedals, and the company must 
respond within 30 to 60 days 
or face fines. Those defects 
and problems with brakes on 
new Prius hybrids have now 
led to the recall of 8.5 million 
vehicles. 

The intensifying investigation 
and the production halts at 
Toyota’s assembly plants are 
fresh signs of the ripple effect 
the recalls are having on the 
world’s No. 1 automaker 
— even as car-owners are 
streaming to dealers for fixes. 
Toyota faces separate probes 
by the Obama administration 
and Congress as it struggles 
to maintain its loyal customer 
base and its reputation for 
safety and quality.

Toyota said it was halting 
production temporarily in 
San Antonio, Texas, and 
Georgetown, Ky., to address 
concerns that too many unsold 
vehicles may be building up 
at dealerships because of the 
large recalls. 

Company spokesman Mike 
Goss said the Texas plant, 
which builds the Tundra 
pickup truck, would take 
production breaks for the 
weeks of March 15 and April 
12. The Kentucky plant, which 
makes the Camry, Avalon and 
Venza vehicles, plans to take 
a non-production day on Feb. 
26 and may not build vehicles 
on three more days in March 
and April. 

Toyota employs 1,850 workers 
at the San Antonio plant and 
about 6,600 at the Georgetown 
facility. None will be laid 
off during the production 
interruptions. 

In addition, the company’s 
plant in Huntsville, Ala., will 
idle some production during 
the same time as the San 
Antonio facility, according 
to company spokeswoman 
Stephanie Deemer. The 
Alabama factory makes V-8 
engines for the Tundra pickup 
trucks that are assembled in 
Texas. About 300 workers 
will be affected but will still 
be paid and may perform other 


tasks, Deemer said. 

In late January, Toyota halted 
production of recalled brands 
throughout the United States 
for about a week. 

The demands from the 
government for information, 
similar to a subpoena, follow 
criticism from consumer 
groups that the Transportation 
Department has been too soft 
on automakers and has failed 
to fine the companies or seek 
detailed information through 
legal powers. 

Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood has defended his 
department’s handling of the 
Toyota investigation, calling 
the Japanese automaker “a 
little safety deaf’ about the 
problems. LaHood said the 
government urged Toyota to 
issue recalls and sent federal 
safety officials to Japan to 
warn company officials of the 
seriousness of the problems. 
LaHood has said the 
government is considering 
civil penalties for Toyota over 
its handling of the recalls. The 
maximum fine is more than 
$16 million. The largest auto 
industry fine came in 2004, 
when General Motors paid 
$1 million for responding 
too slowly on a recall of 
nearly 600,000 vehicles over 
windshield wiper failure. 
Under federal law, automakers 
must notify the department’s 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration within 
five days of determining that 
a safety defect exists and 
promptly conduct a recall. 

The probe extends beyond 
Toyota’s U.S. operations, a 
request that safety experts said 
wasunprecedentedforafederal 
agency tasked with regulating 
vehicles domestically. The 
agency is seeking information 
on Toyota vehicles that 
were sold overseas and also 
subject to U.S. recalls for 
problems with sticking gas 
pedals. Toyota told NHTSA 
in January that the problem 
appeared in Europe beginning 
in December 2008.□

Stocks gain on earnings, deals 
and hope for Greece

NEW YORK - Signs that the economy is indeed strengthening 
gave investors a surge of optimism and sent stocks sharply 
higher. 

The Dow Jones industrials soared almost 170 points Tuesday 
on upbeat earnings reports and corporate deals. Investors who 
have been anxious in recent weeks about economic problems 
overseas were able to put aside their concerns for the time being. 
They focused instead on the domestic economy. 

The dollar fell as investors felt less need to stash their money in 
safer investments. Oil and other commodities joined stocks as 
the beneficiaries of the market’s renewed confidence. 

European markets also rose following new plans by European 
Union leaders to push Greece to get its budget under control. 
European officials gave Greece one month to prove it can cut its 
deficits. Debt problems in European countries including Greece, 
Portugal and Spain have been a major factor behind weakness 
in global stock markets in recent weeks. 

A strong earnings report from Barclays, a major European bank, 
also brought relief to the market. European banks have been 
slower to recover than their U.S. counterparts, and investors 
saw the bounceback at Barclays as an encouraging sign. 

In the U.S., Kraft Foods Inc. and apparel retailer Abercrombie & 
Fitch reported earnings that beat expectations, while drugmaker 
Merck & Co. said profits jumped after the company bought its 
longtime partner Schering-Plough Corp. 

Earnings reports over the past month have mostly come in 
better than expected, but problems in the global economy have 
overshadowed that good news and pushed the market lower. 
“Earnings have been good, but pushed to the back seat,” behind 
Europe’s problems, said Alan B. Lancz, president of Alan B. 
Lancz & Associates in Toledo, Ohio. The strong reports Tuesday 
“superseded some of these worries.” 

Meanwhile a bold acquisition move by the nation’s largest mall 
owner raised hopes that businesses are feeling more confident 
about the economy. □

Connecticut stuns No. 3 Villanova 84-75

PHILADELPHIA - Kemba Walker scored a career-high 29 points 
and Connecticut continued the four-day run of Big East top 10 
upsets, beating No. 3 Villanova 84-75 on Monday night. 

The Huskies (15-11,5-8) became the fourth team to knock off one 
of the Big East’s top teams with a win they desperately needed in 
coach Jim Calhoun’s second game back on the bench after missing 
3 1/2 weeks on a medical leave. 

On Friday night, then-No. 5 West Virginia lost to Pittsburgh in 
triple overtime. On Sunday, Louisville beat then-No. 2 Syracuse 
and Rutgers beat then-No. 7 Georgetown. 

The Huskies made it four in as many days by shooting 67 percent 
from the field and 80 percent from the free throw line in the second 
half while holding Scottie Reynolds of the Wildcats (22-3, 11-2) to 


four of his 18 points. 

Connecticut was coming off a 60-48 loss to Cincinnati. The Huskies 
hit the 48-point mark less than 4 minutes into the second half. 
Calhoun had called the loss to Cincinnati “embarrassing.” This had 
to wipe some of that feeling away. 

Reynolds, the conference’s fourth-leading scorer at 19 points per 
game, had been a second-half star for the Wildcats in their recent 
games. With Jerome Dyson moving with him all over the court, 
the senior guard managed just the four points on 2-of-6 shooting 
including missing all three 3-point attempts. 

The Huskies hit their first seven shots of the second half and turned 
a 36-35 halftime lead into 55-48 lead. They were up 67-58 with 
5:30 left and then matched almost every Villanova score the rest of 
the way, going 13 of 16 from the line the rest of the way. 

Reggie Redding hit a 3 with 2 minutes left to bring the Wildcats 
within 76-69 and the crowd of better than 18,000 at the Wachovia 
Center was suddenly alive in the matchup of teams from last 
season’s Final Four that were on very different paths this season. 
Connecticut milked most of the 3 5-second clock and Walker was 
fouled with 3 seconds left. He made two free throws with 1:26 left. 
Dominic Cheek hit a 3 for the Wildcats with 1:15 to play to make it 
78-72 and this time Connecticut again worked the shot clock down 
to 2 seconds and Walker was able to get off a 3 that missed. Gavin 
Edwards corralled the rebound for Connecticut and that turned into 
one of two free throws for Dyson with 35 seconds left for a seven- 
point lead. Dyson had 15 points and six assists for Connecticut. He 
was 9 of 14 from the free throw line and Walker was 14 of 16 as 
the Huskies finished 35 of 44. 

Corey Fisher had 14 points for the Wildcats, who could have moved 
one game ahead of Syracuse in the conference race. The Huskies, 
who had lost five of six, remained 12th in the 16-team league and 
ended a six-game road losing streak in the Big East.Q 


Huefner finished four runs in 2 
minutes, 46.524 seconds. The 
win gave Germany a sweep of 
singles luge gold, after Felix 
Loch won the men’s event. 
Speedskater Lee Sang-hwa 
had an upset win over German 
world-record holder Jenny 
Wolf in the women’s 500 
meters, giving South Korea 
its third gold, equal top with 
Switzerland and Germany after 
the fifth of five medal events of 
the day. 

Canada, France, Sweden and 
the United States each have two 
gold medals. 

Canada’s second will be 
celebrated, particularly by the 
under siege local organizing 
committee. 

Hours before competition 
started Tuesday, organizers 
announced that the wet, warm 
weather had made the general- 
admission, standing room area 
too dangerous for viewing the 
freestyle ski events, forcing 
them to refund another 20,000 
ticket holders. 

That was on top of the 8,000 
tickets that already needed 
to be refunded for Monday 
and Tuesday, the total costing 
organizers about $ 1.44 million. 
The spectator zone was made 
up of straw bales covered with 
packed snow, which has become 
dangerous because there hasn’t 
been enough snow. 

Too much snow caused 
problems at Whistler. At the 
Alpine venue, where organizers 
have only been able to get one 
race completed in four days of 
competition, the men’s super- 
combined was postponed and 
the women’s downhill training 
was canceled because of an 
overnight snowstorm. 

Dry weather is forecast for 
Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday on the mountain, and 
temperatures are expected to 
drop below freezing, which 
will help course preparation for 
the Alpine races. 

“I’m always optimistic,” said 
men’s race director Guenter 
Hujara. “No panic on our side. 
No panic at all.”

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Camby headed to Blazers; Blake, Outlaw to Clippers 


PORTLAND, Ore. - In need of 
help in the middle, the Portland 
Trail Blazers acquired Marcus 
Camby to fill the void left by 
injuries to Greg Oden and Joel 
Przybilla. 

Portland sent guard Steve 
Blake and forward Travis 
Outlaw to the Los Angeles 
Clippers on Tuesday for 
Camby, a 14-year veteran 
who is second in the league 
in rebounding and sixth in 
blocked shots. 

“I think it’s a great situation 
for myself. It’s a first-class 
organization that really takes 
care of their own,” Camby 
said. “I hope I can bring my 
knowledge of the game, and 
blend in these last 27 games. 
I’m really excited to be here.” 
The Clippers also get cash in 
the deal. 

The Blazers came out of the 
All-Star break in eighth place 
in the Western Conference, 
even though they have dealt 
with a litany of injuries. Oden 
and Przybilla are both out 
for the season and All-Star 
Brandon Roy hasn’t played 


since Jan. 20 with a hamstring 
injury. 

Forward Nicolas Batum, guard 
Rudy Fernandez and Outlaw 
have all missed significant 
time with injuries. 

Camby said “it was kind of 
shocking” when he first heard 
of the trade Monday night, 
because he was in Portland 
with the Clippers at a sponsor’s 
dinner. 

“I only brought one change 
of clothes,” said Camby, who 
won’t play for the Blazers 
until Friday’s home game 
against Boston. “It’s been a 
real rough, rough 24 hours 
for me, but real exciting at the 
same time.” 

In Portland, Camby will team 
with another veteran in Juwan 
Howard to solidify the Blazers 
post. The lanky Camby is a 
former defensive player of the 
year and two-time member of 
the NBA all-defensive team. 
In 51 games this season with 
the Clippers, he is averaging 
7.7 points, 12 rebounds and 
1.94 blocks. 

“We are very excited to bring 


an experienced big man of 
Marcus’ caliber to the team 
and we feel he’ll help us a 
great deal down the stretch 
run,” Blazers general manager 
Kevin Pritchard said. “He’s 
a fierce competitor and has 
been one of the league’s best 
defensive players for quite 
some time.” 

Camby said he was looking 
forward to playing again with 
Portland guard Andre Miller. 
While in Denver, Camby and 
Miller played on three NBA 
playoff teams from 2003-05. 

“I love to play with Andre 
Miller because he is so 
unselfish,” Camby said. 

The Blazers were able to part 
with Blake because of the 
development of Jerryd Bayless 
and the presence of Miller. 
Blake returned to Portland 
before the 2008-09 season 
and was a starter for much 
of last season. He began this 
season in the Blazers’ starting 


lineup as well before taking 
on a reserve role in December. 
Blake was averaging 7.6 points 
and 27 minutes per game for 
the Blazers. 

Outlaw has been one of 
Portland’s key reserves during 
the Blazers’ turnaround in 
recent seasons. 

He was the longest-tenured 
Blazers player after being 
drafted in the first-round of 
the 2003 draft by Portland. 
This season, Outlaw has 
been limited to just 11 games 
after breaking his left foot on 
Nov. 14 at Charlotte. He was 
averaging 9.9 points and 3.5 
rebounds. 

Camby, 35, is a free agent at 
season’s end, and said the next 
two months would be a good 
test as to whether he fits with 
the Blazers. “Hopefully things 
work out for myself and work 
out for the team. Hopefully 
they have plans for me in the 
long term,” he said.Q

MARANA, Ariz. (AP)—The Match Play Championship has at 
least one thing going for it this week. No one has to fret when 
the biggest stars don’t make it to the final match, or even the 
weekend. 

That’s because they’re not here. 

Anyone who has paid attention over the last 11 years should 
know that even if Tiger Woods were not embroiled in a sex 
scandal and Phil Mickelson was not on a vacation with his 
family, there would be no guarantee they would last long, 
anyway. 

Woods is the only three-time winner of this fickle tournament, 
yet he has made it to the weekend only four times in 10 starts. 
The longest Mickelson ever lasted was Saturday in 2004, and he 
was gone before lunch. 

This World Golf Championship brings together the best 64 
players available. 

For one week, it is hard to distinguish them from top to 
bottom. 

Lee Westwood is the No. 2 seed and opens on Wednesday 
against Chris Wood. The only time Westwood played on Friday 
was in 2005, and only because the tournament started a day 
late at La Costa because of rain. He has never made it past the 
second round, although he came close last year until losing to 
Stewart Cink in 23 holes. 

There were years when Westwood wondered if it was even 
worth the trouble to fly all the way from England. And when 
he packed his bags on Sunday night and his 5-year-old daughter 
asked him when he was coming home, Westwood wasn’t sure 
what to say.

“I thought 
that was the way I would have 
to play the third set, which I 
did not have to and I am happy 
about that.” 

Next up will be Shahar Peer, 
who continued her notable run 
a year after being denied entry 
into the tournament because 
Israel had no diplomatic 
relations with the Emirates. 
A day after ousting seeded 
Yanina Wickmayer, Peer 
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eliminated 2009 Dubai finalist 
Virginie Razzano of France 6- 
2 , 6 - 2 . 

Peer lost easily to Wozniacki 
in the Australian Open third 
round last month but remained 
confident. 

“I believe if I will play well 
tomorrow, then anything can 
happen,” she said. 

Williams, seeded second but 
the tournament favorite, beat 
Sabine Lisicki of Germany 6- 
2, 6-3. 

“I am very happy with the 
way I played (but) I hope to 
do much better in the coming 
rounds,” Williams said. 
Kuznetsova moved into the 
third round when Anabel 
Medina Garrigues of Spain 
withdrew with a lower 
back injury, and Azarenka 
was leading U.S. Open

A distraction from the weather woes for the locals will be the 
indoor arenas, where the men’s hockey and curling — two of 
Canada’s national sports — were getting started. 

Biathlon was right on target among the outdoor pursuits, 
producing the first multi-medalists of the games, until it also 
became mired in trouble. 

Germany’s Magdalena Neuner won the women’s 10-kilometer 
biathlon pursuit, holding off Slovakia’s Anastazia Kuzmina — 
the pair exchanging podium places after the first two women’s 
races. Kuzmina had beaten Neuner for gold in the 7.5K sprint 
on Saturday, the first day of full competition. 

Bjorn Ferry won the men’s 12.5-kilometer biathlon pursuit, 
giving Sweden its first biathlon gold medal in 50 years. 

“I am 31 and I’ve waited for this my whole life,” said Ferry, 
who won in 33 minutes, 38.4 seconds, 16.5 seconds faster 
than silver medalist Christoph Sumann of Austria. 

France’s Vincent Jay, who started first after winning the 10K 
sprint in his Olympic debut Sunday, took the bronze, 28.2 
seconds back. 

But just like in the women’s 10-kilometer pursuit, officials in 
the men’s race made embarrassing errors on the start line. 
While three women went off late in the first race, including the 
fourth-place finisher, Anna Carin Olofsson-Zidek, two athletes 
went off too early in the men’s race, including Jeremy Teela of 
the United States and Canada’s Jean Philippe Leguellec, who 
was penalized 30 seconds for starting early and slipped from 
fifth to 11th place. 

Norbert Baier, the International Biathlon Union’s technical 
delegate, acknowledged that his federation had been warned 
that there were inexperienced officials handling the start 
gates. 

“It is embarrassing,” Baier said. “I can’t understand why this 
can happen. It was so easy to start today. ... Why do we have 
this incompetence?” 

After the start of snowboard cross was delayed by fog and 
rain, Ricker lifted the mood at Cypress Mountain by claiming 
Canada’s second gold medal on home soil in three Olympics 
it has hosted. Alexandre Bilodeau broke the drought in the 
men’s moguls after no Canadian had won at either the 1976 
Montreal Summer Games or the 1988 Winter Olympics at 
Calgary. 

Ricker, who went into the Olympic race leading the World 
Cup standings, easily beat Deborah Anthonioz of France in 
the final. 

Lindsey Jacobellis, the American who cost herself a gold 
medal at Turin four years ago when she tried to show off near 
the end, didn’t even make the final this time.Q

He stopped off in 
Florida to try to shake off the rust and snow 
from a Wisconsin winter and showed up as the 
No. 55 seed. 

He then beat Padraig Harrington, Scott Verplank 
and Justin Leonard without ever getting to the 
18th hole and ultimately beat Pierre Fulke in 
the championship match. 

And that wasn’t even the biggest stunner. 
Kevin Sutherland holds a couple of tournament 
records—lowest seed to win (No. 62) and the 
only player to beat a higher seed in all six of his 
matches. He rumbled through a lineup of Ryder 
Cup players (David Duval, Paul McGinley, 
Jim Furyk, David Toms, Brad Faxon) before 
beating Scott McCarron in the 2002 final.□

Traditionally the 
Momo is black because in 
pagan religions Momo or 
that year’s “king” absorbs 
all the sins of the community 
and dies taking their sins 
with him. The community 
expunged from all wrongs is 
then able to begin anew with 
a fresh beginning, symbolized 
by spring. With the burning 
of Momo, we are reminded 
that life is ever changing and 
that all things eventually must 
end. 

The most profound 
change for each of us is 
our own end, or the reality 
of human mortality. The 
United States currently 
has the greatest number of 
centenarians (People living 
to 100 or more) in the world. 
There are different theories as 
to why certain cultures have 
longer life expectancies than 
others, but one would expect 
that since the United States 
spends more on health care 
than other nations, the life 
expectancy would reflect 
that spending. However, 
the United States ranks only 
24th on the list of disability- 
adjusted life expectancy 
while Japan ranks first. This 
means that there are more 
centenarians living in Japan 
based on population and they 
are living healthier with less 
medical intervention. 

Many experts attribute 
Japan’s high life expectancy 


to their diet, which is low in 
fats. There must be something 
to island life because here in 
the Caribbean, the Island of 
Barbados has the third-highest 
occurrence of centenarians in 
the world. There are obviously 
other factors involved in 
living to be 100 years old 
or more. Studies show that 
one significant influence 
contributing to rapid aging is 
high insulin levels. Look at 
the insulin/diabetes problems 
spreading worldwide and 
how it is affecting the way we 
age. 

Ironically, even 
though most people express 
an interest in living to their 
maximum potential, many 
refuse to use the available 
methods that are sure to slow 
down aging. One thing is 
for sure, that the effects of 
bad lifestyle are cumulative. 
This means, the more you 
do something unhealthy, the 
more it hurts you. So, during 
this time of “rebirth” how 
about starting a longevity 
program? 

If you want to 
increase your chances of 
living a longer, healthier life, 
one of the first things you 
should do is quit smoking, 
including breathing second 
hand smoke. Acupuncture 
offers natural treatments for 
smoking and other addictions.

Eating oily fish like salmon, 
tuna or bluefish at least twice 
a week is healthy because 
fatty acids in the fish block 
dangerous irregular heart 
rhythms. Fish oil is another 
factor in helping people live 
longer, and many experts 
believe that it is likely the 
predominant reason why the 
Japanese are the longest lived 
race on the planet. For those 
of us, who don’t eat enough 
fresh fish, supplements are a 
way to insure we get enough 
of the healthy fats or Omega 
3’s found in fish. However, 
when choosing a fish oil, 
it is important to use a high 
quality brand that ensures that 
its oils are free of mercury 
and other toxins. If you are 
just beginning on a diet and 
supplement program, it is 
a good idea to begin with a 
quality EFA (Essential Fatty 
Acid) or Omega Oil product 
containing all 3 Omega oils, 
Omega 3, 6 and 9 in the right 
ratio. Flaxseed Oil is a good 
choice for vegetarians. 

Young people feel

Studies 
presented at a meeting of the 
American Association for 
Cancer Research showed that 
supplements - ranging from 
ordinary multivitamins to 
specially formulated, natural 
products can have a positive 
impact combating disease. 

Other foods that have 
been shown to slow down 
aging are most fruits and 
vegetables and a component 
in red wine, known as 
reversitol. These are rich in 
antioxidants that have anti¬ 
aging effects. Sardines have 
RNA that helps you rebuild 
your body. 

The Evercare poll of 
100 Contrarians found that 
their most important secrets 
to healthy aging were, staying 
close to friends and family, 
laughing and having a sense 
of humor, keeping the mind 
active, having something to 
look forward to each day, 
maintaining independence, 
exercising, spirituality, eating 
right, keeping up with current 
events, and continuing to 
make new friends.

La cifra de 30.470 homicidios confesados 
supera en unos 4.000 muertos a los homicidios 
confesados por desmovilizados ante la Unidad 
de Justicia y Paz hasta septiembre pasado, segun 
dijo Gonzalez en ese momento. 

Su calculo de 120.000 victimas se basa en la 
cifra de paramilitares desmovilizados que hasta 
ahora han confesado crimenes: casi 1.900.
